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FROM PEACE RIVER, 

H. F. Davis, trader, of Peace river, arrived 
on Monday from Dunvegan by way of Slave 
lake and Athabasca landing, ond left by 
Thursday’s stage for Victoria, B.C. Mr. 


Davis has mined and traded in the Peace | 


river country for the past 24 years, having 


always gone in from and out to British | 
Columbia, Quesneile mouth being tbe base | 


of his trading operations. This is his first ex- 
perience of the route on the east side of the 
mountains, , 
mountain portage, Dunvegan and Vermillion. 
He left Dunvegan about February 1st. The 
winter had been very wild up to that time. 
The ground was chiefly bare of snow. There 
had been no stormy and no very cold 
weather, Cattle were still fecding out. This 
was the mildest winter Mr, Davis ever ex- 
erienced in the country. There was very 
ittle snow along any part of the route to 
Edmonton. Last summer what little crop 
was putin at Dunvegan, Smoky tiver and 
Vermillion did well. It was chiefly barley and 
7 sage abe Owing to the mild weather and 
he fact that they are receiving rations of 
ywernment flour from the H. B. Co., and 
A ) assistance from Rev. Mr, Garrioch, the 
Indians are not suffering this winter as they 
have for the past two or three winters, or as 
they would if not assisted. Moose, beaver 
and rabbits, which furnished the principal 
food supply of the Indians in foriner years 
are now very scarce. Bears jare still numer- 
ous in the summer season, and berrics were 
very plentiful last summer, The Indians 
dried large quantities which they use this 
winter, and they can even now gather 
quantities from the bushes on which they 
still hang. These are the saskatoen berries. 
The pumber of Indians about Dunvegan is 
very much reduced from what it used to be. 
There are now only about cight heads ot 
families of the native Beaver Lodians lett 
which trade at Dunvegan, and about five of 
Crees from the vicinity of Edmonton, There 
are besides, however, a large number of 
widow women and orphan children, who are 
unable to support themselves and to whom 
the assistance they are receiving this winter 
is a great benefit. Consumption, rheumatism 
and scrofula, as well as scarcity of food, has 
caused the reduction in numbers, The 
ease is similar in other parts of the country. 
On Pes-co-pee’s prairie, a part of the Grand 
Prairie, south of Peace river, Where there 
were 26 heads of families twelve years ayo, 
Pes-co-pee the head man is the only one left. 
Trading at the H, B. Co. post on Grand 
Prairie there are now only about eleven 
heads of fainilies, The government sent in 
last fail for assistance to the Indians about 
300 sacks of flour, which is divided between 
Slave lake post and Dunvegan, and is in the 
hands of the H. B. Co. tor distribution. The 
ration allowed at Dunvegan is four pounds of 
flour per week to each person, Rations have 
not yet been issued at Slave lake, as there 
are plenty of fish. At Dunvegan Kev. Mr. 
Garrioch, of the C. M, 8., having been farn- 
ished with 400 cans of beef by a charitable 
lady in England, has established a soup 
kitchen, the necessary vegetables being pro- 
vided irom his own garden, He issues 
tickets forsoup as he considers the circum: 
stances require, and at 9 o'clock every morn: 
ing the soup is served to the ticket holders, 
who, besides being given all they can eat, 
are allowed to take a small pail full home, 
In this way a certain;quantity of food pives 
better result than where the Iudians are 
allowed to cook itfor themselves, and Mr. 
Davis thinks that the government would do 
well to adopt Mr. Garrioch’s plan as far as 
possible. The Indians are very peaceable iu 
their dispositions and Mr, Davis does not 
see any necessity for government in verter 
ence in the country beyond perhaps the ap 
pointment of an agent to handle the relict 
supplies. Dan Gould and Geo, Hudson, twe 
miners, Who Went to Peace river from Prince 
Albert by way of Kdmonton in 1887 are still 
there. They mined on the the river all last 
summer and oniy made expenses. Rev. Mr. 
Brick and family, of the C. M, 8. who went 
in by way of Edmonton last fall with a lange 
outtit, arrived safely, One of bis span of 
mares, however, died on the way in, aad the 
other took a surfeit of reeds after arrival, 
and died. These were the only loesos suffer
